Funds, form an aggregate 
amount of $26,040 76: which deducted from the general 
aggregate, leaves $80,258 37 3 4 of available funds of the 
State; from which if we deduct $36,586 26 3-4, expended 
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son that many of the laxes from such persons would be tost 
by suspending the collection to another year. 

Being of opinion that no injury would result to the govern- 
ment, I would most respectiully recommend, a change of the 
fiscal year, so as to make the taxes payable into the i reasury 
on ihe first day of March, in each and every 5 car. 1 his 
would embrace the moneyed season, so that 1 collecian 
woald be more certain, and easy to the people, and at fhe 
same time give them the advantage oí choosing an eaily or 
Jate market for the sale of their produce.
